li George E. Davis, Jn, under penalty of perjury, d£clare tiiit I have personal 
itriDwIedgp of the fads stated below: 

1. Since August 199S to thepiesent, Ihave served as a Sergeant U.S. Park Police, 
National Park Service ("USPP'^- 

2, Since OctOiber 2001 to the present^ my duty station is the Faleral Law Enforcement 
Training Center ("FX.ETC) in Glynco, Georgia The Depajtment of Homeland Security 
administers FLETC, which serves as the training facility for federal law enforcement 
agencies^ including USPP. FLETC det^mines whether the trainft:s have successfidly 
completed the training. Once a recruit graduate from FLE^I'C, tht: Department of 
Homeland Security certifies that the recruit has successfully camp] eted basic police 
training by issuing a certificate, FLETC is an independent f ^cral entity under a different 
federal agency. Accordin^y, USPP plays no role in detennningv/hether its recruits 
have successfiiliy completed basic police training. USPP pc*lice recniite cannot become 
police ofBccrs unless and until Ihey snccess&Uy complete the police training 
requirements. Until thai time, USPP police recruits are in a conditional status. 

3- 1 have served as a USPP Training Coordinator since October 2C'01. Some of my major 
Tesponsibihties 23 a Training Coordinator include cootdinao ng the police recruit classes 
at FLETC, and conducting trainings including but not limite 1 to classes in firearms and 
defensive tactics, I assisted Sergpant K.C. Holland, a USPP Training Cooidinaiorj with 
the training for USPP Integrated recruit class no. 201 C*USPPI 20V"), which commenced 
in October 200L I assinted Sergeant Richard Butler, a USP,^ Training Coordinator, with 
the training for USPPI 304^ which commenced in July 2003 Micl-ae] Tinner attended 
USPPI 201 and USPPI 304. 
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4, The traJDing coordinators issue the following memoranda, to eacK police recruit upon 
hi^er amval to FLETC: Code of Conduct for US. Park P=>lice Fljecmit Officers C'Code 
of Conducf^^ United States Park Police Academy Training Requirements C*trainin£ 
requirements memorandum") and Law EnforceDient Authoiity mernoranduin. The police 
recniit retains the meniDmnda but returns the signature pages to the Ijaining coordi^ 
The iraining coordinators do not keqp copies of the mcmorEnda that are issued lo the 
police recruits because the origixial memoranda are stored oi our computer bard drives. 
When a new class arrives, the Iraining coordinator changes he date of the memoranda, 
but the iniamiation and ixquirements identified in the memoranda remain the same. The 
training coardinators issued the same mem^oranda concemir-g the police recruits' code of 
conduct, training requirements and haw enforcement authority to tJSPPI 201 and USPPI 
304, the police training classes that Mr. Turner attended, 

5- On July 28, 2003, the training coordinators issued the Code of Conduct to all of the 
police Tccniits in USPPI 304, including Mr. Turner, The Ctide of Conduct stated that 
inappropriate CDnduct may result in ^dismissal from tiaininij and/or sepaxatjon from the 
Force." Mr Turner signed the Code of Conduct on July 28. 2003- While Mr. Turner 
incorrectly identified the date of his signature as July 28, 2C04, Mr. Turner was issued the 
Code of Conduct on July 28, 2003. The training cooidinatcrs retained a copy of Mr. 
Turner's signature page indicating his receipt of the Code o f Conduct, Mr. Turner 
acfcnowledgedon this signature page that he received the U5PP C'jde of Conduct that 
was issued to him, and that he understood (he penalties that may be imposed for improper 
C4DnducL The signature pag^ stated above Mr, Turaex's sigriatore that "dismissal firom 
training niay be grounds for the tennination of my croplcynicnt with the Force/" The 
Code of Conduct for US. Park Police Recruit Officers dale-J Apri: 19, 2004, which i& an 
Kcample of the Code of Conduct issued to every class from 2001 - 2004, is otherwise 
identical to the document issued to USPPI 201 and USPPI i04. Mr. Turner received fte 
Code of Conduct when he attended these police training classes. 

6 On July 28, 2003, the training coordinators issued the U.S , ParJc Police Academy 
Training Requireraenls memoranduna to all of the police lei^rutts ]:i USPPI 304, including 
Mr- Turner. This mejuorandum stated that "afly recruit wIk- fails lo meet Academy 
training requirements will be dismissed finom training." Mr Turner signed the training 
memorandum on July 29, 2003, The training cooniinators letained a copy of Mr. 
Tum^^s signature page indicating his icceipt of this mono! andum. The U,S, Part PoEce 
Academy Training Reqiiirarients memorandum dated April 19, 2004, which is an 
example of the training reqcii^nents memorandum issued to every class fiom 2001 - 
2004, is otherwise identical to the document issued to USP1*I 201 and USPPI 304. Mr, 
Turner received the training requirements memorandum when he attended these police 
training classes. 

7. On July 28, 2003, the training coordinatDrs issued the Lav Enforcement Authority 
memorandtim to all of thcpnhce recruits in USPPI 304, inciudrn^ Mr. Turner, This 
memorandum instructed the police recmits that until they gi^duated iom FLETC, and 
became duly sworn police oflicefs of USPP, they were not authorized to become 
involved in any law enfoicemait situation under color of la v- The police recruits were

instructed that*'[u]iiderno circmmtances ^lould you take ai enforcement action in which 
you identify yourself as a police officer." Mr, Turner signal the Law Enforcement 
Authoiity memorandum on July2Sj 2003. The training cocrdina tors retained a copy of 
Mr. Turner's signaturepageindicatinghisTeceipt of thismtanorandum. The Law 
Enforcement AuihoiitynieinQrandum dated April 19, 2004, ^hich is an example of the 
Law Enforcement Authority memorandum issued to every class fr<3m20Ol -2004^ is 
otheiwise identical to the document issued to USPPI 201 ard USPPI 304. Mr. Turaer 
received the Law Enforcement Autbohly mem^orandum whim he altended these police 
training classes. 

8. Mr- Turner had notice that he was required to complete bisicpcdice training prior to 
being swom in as a police officer^ and that his dismissal fioin trarniBg may be grounds 
for termination of his employment with USPP- In addition jo the iioticc he received in 
the memoranda mentioned in paragraph nos. 4-7 of myafStiavit^I told USPPI 304 while 
Mr, Turner was present that they must complete FLETC tracing or they could be fired 
ftom USPP.
